There is noth- 
ing to indicate any material gain in any 
of this section. The British right and 
centre also seem to have held ‘without 
permitting gain. The British iett, how-? 
ever, where it joins with the French, 
was thrust back nearly four miles 
from the valley of the Ailette to the 
Aisne River at Pont Aroy. 

Of the action further west we have 
few details. As the matter stands, 
then, as far as the reports of the fight- 
ing tell us, the Germans have succeeded 
in driving into the French lines at their 
eastern juncture with the British « 
salient about four miles deep, one flank 
extending northeastward to Craonne 
and the other northwest toward Vaux- 
ailion, the apex of the salient being 
at Pont Arcy. 

This means that the Germans forced 
their way across the little Ailette River 
and thence up the slopes of the Chemin 
des Dames, which the French took so 
brilliantly in the Spring of 1917. This 
was a considerable feat by itself. The 
general characteristics of this famous 
road are well known. It runs along the 
crest of the heights of the Aisne, over- 
looking the ground on both sides, 

While the height of the floor of the 
valley of the Ailette is only 250 feet 
above the sea, that of the Chemin des 
Dames, but a mile to the south, is 600 
feet above the sea. This accomplish- 
ment of the Germans therefore in the 
face of the French defense is not to be 
belittled, 

Apparently the German method was 
very similar to that used in the first 
days. of the battle of Picardy. But \lit- 
tle can be said of this, however, or of 
the exact location of the present lines 
until more complete information is 





available. As far as one can judge, the 
net result is a mere yielding of terri- 


ton 


tory at a point where the Allies can 
afford to yield, and brings to the Ger- 
mans no very great military advantage. 

It is a curious fact that. both the at- 
tacks of yesterday. came agkinst the 
French. And it is therefore a matter 
ef Anteresting speculation as to just why 

ermany launched her attacks in the 
particular quarters in“which they de- 
veloped. The principal considerations 
are these: Having found the salient at 
Montdidier so narrow that their troops 
did not have room to manoeuvre, Ger- 
many decided to widen it out by an at- 
tack in the south. This, however, does 
not explain the attack at Locre. The 
latter may have been purely a blind to 
delay or prevent the transfer of rein- 
forcing troops. 

Again, the entire attack may be a 
great diversion, made for the purpose of 
inducing General Foch to redistribute 
his reserves and lessen the resistance on 
the main Amiens front. This point of 
view is substantiated somewhat by 
heavy artillery firing between Arras and 
Albert, which looks as if an attack 
might be delivered there. On the other 
side of the question is the width of front 
attacked, which would seem to negative 
the idea of a mere subsidiary attack. 

Again, the object may be to destroy 
the French jArmy, ‘now that it has been 
shown that the British cannot be de- 
stroyed, and by this means to get to 
Paris. Finally, there is the posajbility 
that Germany wants to secure good de- 
fensive positions on this front by throw- 
ing the French behind the Aisne, where 
Germany will practically be immune 
from attack, in which case she will be 
free to carry on operations before 
Amiens without danger of a flank at- 
tack. This, however, hardly seema 
probable. At any. rate we cannot judge 
with any hope of’ accuracy just what 
Germany is attempting until several 
days have passed.

WASHINGTON, May 27. — Germany. 
hae apparently launched another des- 
perate attempt to smash her way 
through the allied armies to victory be- 
foré American troops can reach the bat- 
tlefields of France and Flanders in 
great force. 

Associated Press reports from the 
British and French fronts telling of the 
new assaults, which may mean that the 
supreme test of power is at hand, were 
conveyed to President Wilson just as he 
was leaving the White House for the 
Capitol to ask Congress for legislation 
to provide more money for the war. 
The President emphasized his request 
by telling the House and Senate, in 
joint session, that the great onemy of- 
fensive had apparently been resumed. 

Later Mr. Wilson went to the State, 
War, and Navy Building for brief con- 
fererices with secretaries Lansing, 
Baker, arid Daniels. It was taken for 
granted that the primary object of the 
visit was to seek official news from the 
battlefront, and while there were. re- 
ports that the President discussed other 
phases of the world situation with the 
department heads, they did not receive 
the slightest confirmation in official 
quarters. 

No official information had come to- 
night to supplement press dispatches 
from the front. General Pershing’s dally 
report told of an enemy infantry thrust 
after artillery preparation which pene- 
trated the American advanced positions 
in Picardy, only to be driven back by a 
counterattack; and of the repulse of a 
hostile raiding party in the Woevre 
sector. It made no reference to the 
strong drives against the British and 
French, as the Pershing reports deal 
only with the activities of thé American 
Army. 

May be Only Preliminary Action.’ 

Army officials studied the press ac- 
counts closely for signs of the German 
purpose. The fact that dne blow was 
launched at the southern end of the 
Picardy-Flanders battle theatre and the 
other at almost the northern extremity 
of the 200-mile battlefront was taken as 
direct evidence that today’s attacks 
wére only preliminary moves 
German strategic designs. 

The extension of the active battlefront 
to the Aisne sector on the south means 
the addition of forty or fifty miles 
to the fighting line at a time when 
the German Army needs every unit it 
can get together in centralised positions 
within the wide salient driven into the 
allied lines in the first rush. Officials 
here agree with French critics that the 
most probable place for the real re- 
newal of the drive to develop would be 
in the Albert sector of the Amiens 
front. An advance there would menace 
both Paris and the Channel ports. 

One explanation of tha long delay of 
the Germans in renewing the offensive 
has bee ound TH We forty -mité dPretch 
of shellstorn rékdis over which’ théy had 
to move up guns and munitions before 
they could resume the pressure upon 
the Amiens line with massed power. 
In the Flanders theatre, the original ad- 
vance was only ten or twelve les in 
depth, and it was no great undertaking 
there to bring. up the lines’ for new 
assaults. 

. Aiame Attack Possibly a Feint. 

For these reasons many officers 
thought tonight that extension of the 
offensive to the Aisne theatre was 
merely a feint preparatory to a later 
attack in the Albert region or near 
Amiens, the point of maximum penetra- 
tion, where Arherican units now block 
the road with their British and French 
comrades. It was pointed out that the 
long sweep of the French line from 
Montdidier southeast to Pinon, the 
northern flank of the new German 
thrust, had constituted a great menace 
to the whole German position in the 
Picardy sector. 

Some officers thought the real pur- 
pose of the Germans was to crush in 
that French line by breaking through 
behind it and forcing a withdrawal. 
Others contended that the new blow 
was struck directly at Paris, and that 
the long-range gun had been ‘brought 
into action against the city again’ in 
order to force General Foch to mass re- 
serves on that side. 

From the French point of view the 
road to Paris must be defended at all 
costs. The British, of course, attach 
supreme importance to the Channel 
ports. The new German thrusts ap-

24:— Last: night the 
Soviet Government: finally cleaned. -up’ 
the. anarchist .movement~ in Moscow.° 
Early this morning, between 3 and. 5,. 
strong -Soviet forces appeared simulta- 
neously before the twenty-six different 
anarchist headquarters and demanded 
the surrender of all weapons within five 
minutes, 

In many cases the anarchists yielded 
at once. Others offered ‘strong resist- | 
ance. Where surrender was long de- 
layed the Soviets used four-inch guns. 
There were strong cavalry patrols in 
the streets, and, order was kept by 
chains of Soviet soldiers. 

In one big iouse, after the front had 
been blown to piéces, the anarchists 
kept up the fight in cellars, and were 
only dislodged by smoke bombs thrown 
down. 

There were 300 arrests and a number 
of anarchists were kitted and wounded. 
The Soviet forces lost three killed and 
@ comparatively small number of 
wounded. . 

Today I went around to the various 
palaces and other buildings from which 
the anarchists were dislodged. Some 
were badly smashed up, pictures were 
ruined, there were bullet holes in the 
walls and statuary lay about on the 
floor. Whole rooms were looted and 
packed with valuable things stolen by 
hooligans who attached {pemselves to 
the anarcHfst groups. 

Doubtless the counterrevolutionaries 
are making use of the anarchists. A 
number of Russian officers were ar- 
rested with the anarchists and also no 
doubt many German agents. Among 
the weapons captured was a German 
machine gun of the latest pattern. 

Thus the Soviet has finally shown it- 
self capable of uprooting a movement 
which.all previous Governments had not 
dared to touch.

AMERICAN. HEADQUARTERS 
THE BRITISH FRONT, May 24, (As- 
sociated Press.)—-The work of the new 
American army in France is going on 
with the greatest vigor in all weathers— 
under the hot sun and along dusty 
roads, and in the drenching rain through 
the French mud, the sticking qualities 
ef which: the Americans have quickly 
learned. 

The British officers, commissioned and 
noncommissioned, who. are instructing 
the troops, are working quite as hard as 
their pupils, and are finding the new 
men, the “ Yanks,” as they generally 
cell them, as keen as were the earlier 
arrival?.

‘‘ They’re quite up to it,’’ was the ver- ; 
dict. of a kilted Scotch chief instructor 


regarding the Americans in his class. 

The field schools, now largely given 
over to American pupils, represent the 
highest perfe@tion in institutions of their 
class. The trenches, the targets, the 
tactics, and the methods of instruction 
are all the latest developments of actual 
fighting experience. 

In every area where the units of the 
new army are quartered, the men are 
mingling freely with the “‘ Tommies” 
and are learning much from the greater 
experience of the Britishers. The latter, 
so prone to give a familiar name to 
everything, were puzzled as to how to 
deal with the newcomers, but they 
finally fell back on the appellation 
“Yank,” which threatens, in this zone 
at least, to be fixed on the Americans 
whether they like it or.not. Thus far 
there have been no objections raised. 

As fast as the new units arrive and 
get settled, hard training work is taken 
up. |The program differs little from 
that followed by the first divisions that 
arrived in France. The men are out on 
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the road every day, while large con- 
tingents of the British instructors have 
been distributed among the British 
field schools, where the latest points in 
tactics, trench fighting, grenade opera- 
tions, musketry, and bayonet practice 
and machine gun fire are taken up. 
The American Army man’s pack in 
this zone will be lighter in his subse- 
quent training. It was found that, with 
some articles made necessary by close 
co-operation ‘with the British, the pack 
had grown beyond practicable dimen- 
sions for long marches. All super- 
fluities have now been removed and 
everything else reduced to a minimum. 
The effect is observable in the hghter 
step and greater endurance of the men.

LONDON, May 27.—The closer the’ 
British Government examines the 
project of allied: intervention in Sibe- 
ria the less inclined it is to enter on 
this policy, according to information 
that has reached THE NEw York 
TimEs. A month or two ago officials 
were not indisposed to the idea, if 
Washington would assent and Japan 
was ready to work with her allies; 
but now, in the absence of any signs 
of emergence of a settled régime in 
Russia and the consequent impossi- 
bility of procuring an invitation from 
& representati authostty, there is 
little to induce Government to em- 
bark on a policy the result of which 
no one could foresee. 

The most Hopeful sign in the Rus- 
sian situation is the resolution recent- 
ly adopted by thé Cadet Party refus- 
ing to make use of German aid in re- 
storing. order. It has always been 
feared that the industrial and com- 
mercial classes, which form the back- 
bone of the Cadets, would, through a 
desire to save what they could of their 
property from the general wreck, be 
more willing, than other factions to 
accept the Germans as. liberators 
from anarchy, and the fact that they 
have resisted the temptation is re- 
garded here as encouraging. It is un- 
derstood that it was the Jewish sec- 
tion of the Cadets who insisted on this 
firm stand and absolutely refused to 
compromise with the Germans. 

At the same time there is no @iu- 
sion here as to the immediate power 
of the Cadets. They are far too weak 
in numbers and have too small a fol- 
lowing to influence the_ situation 
greatly, and they can only be consid- 
ered as a nucleus around which soon- 
er or later the forces of order may 
crystallize. 

The result is that the British Gov- 
ernment as yet sees no evident steps 
it can take to assist its ally. It is 
carrying on informal relations with 
the Bolsheviki and transacting neces- 
sary business with their representa- 
It is showing in every way it 
can its willingness to assist, and is 
keeping clear from any interference 
with Russia’s internal politics. - Fur- 
ther than that for the moment it can- 
not go, and it is forced by circum- 
stanots to adopt an attitude, not un- 
like that of President Wilson toward 
Mexico, of watchful waiting.

LITHUANIAN ARMY 
HOLDING FRONTIER 


More Than 100,000 Men, It Is 
Said, Are Ready to Keep 
Germans in Check. 





The people of Lithuania, despite years 
of suffering from the war, are de- 
termined to establish and maintain 
themselves as an independent nation, 
free from the clutches of Germany, and 
are eagerly awaiting recognition by the 
United States and.the Entente Powers— 
this is the word brought by Dr. John 
Szlupas of Scranton, Penn., who has 
just reached New York from a visit to 
Lithuania as the representative of the 
American branch ofthe Lithuanian Re- 
lief Committee. 

The country, he said, is strongly anti-

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will never again be a part of Russia or 
Poland, and an army of more xzhek 


100,000 men, recruited from the dis- 
organized -Russian forces, under tbe 
command of General aitis, is sta- 


tioned on the frontier of German occu-

Dr. Szlupas also said that. the Lithu- 
anians were not acceding to the regu- 
lations imposed upon them by Germany. 
Schools which the Germans established 
were without pupils, 
boycotted, and every effort to make the 
country a German dependency was re- 
sisted. 

It is proposed that there shall be 
formed a confederation of Lithuania, 
the Letts, Ukraine, Finland, and Poland, 
formerly under Russian domination, 
with the intention of working in har-

aggression. This plan was discussed, 
Dr. Szlupas added, at conferences which 
he attended in Stockholm.

MUST USE CORN MEAL ! 


AS FLOUR SUBSTITUTE 
Food Board Instracts Bakers to 








All Baked Products. 


In order to use the large quantity of 
corn meal that has been on the market 
for some time, the Federal Food Board 
yesterday adopted a rule making it 
necessary for bakers to use at least 10 
per cent. “of corn meal in bread, rolls, 
and other. baked products. . Hitherto 
bakers have had to use.25 percent. of 
substitutes for wheat in making their 
products. They might use as little or 
as much Corn méal as they desired. TM 
new ruling makes it compulsory.to use 
10 per cent. corn meal. -The remaining 
15 per cent. of substitutes may be any 
other the bakers desire. 

Dealers in flour and substitute cereals 
are also required to sell at least 10 per 
cent. of corn meal as a part ofgthe re- 
quired substitutes.. The new rulfhg will 
go into effect on June 1. 

Claus Spreckels, President of the Fed- 
eral Sugar Refining Company, was sum- 
moned yesterday before Alan Fox, head 
of the License Bureau, to explain the 
failure of the Federal Sugar Refining 
Company to make the monthly reports, 
of its business for the months of No- 
vember ‘and December,. 1917, and Janu- 
ary, February, and April of the present 
year. Mr. Spreckels was unable to ex- 
plain the delay, but agreed to an 
inquiry and report at once to the Fed- 
eral Food Board. He was given until 
Friday to make the report. 

The firm of Peter Hendergon & Co. of 
35 Cortlandt Street was summoned be- 
fore the board yesterday on complaint 
of customers that they have been charg- 
ing exorbitant prices for seed potatoes. 
In order that there may be a full and 
impartial inquiry into the firm’s busi- 
ness, the officers of the firm have been 
ordered to submit as soon‘as possible an 
expert accountant’s report. This report 
will furnish the, basis for’ a formal in- 
quiry, if such is judged necessary.

Japan, and that Armherica was trying to 
filch from Japan her rightful influencé 
in China; and it sought to turn the 
Russians against all of these nations. 
It said that at the end of the war 
America would have the largest mer- 
cantile marine; that she would have to 
utilize it, and that she would do so by 
sending armies to. conquer Siberia in 
order to extend her commercial and in- 
dustrial domination. Finally, it pointed 
out, that the only salvation for the 
workmen of Siberia and of Japan was 
to put down the imperialistic designs 
of their own Governments and join the 
‘new Socialist Internationale.’ 

“* The Germans not only circulate such 
things as this, but they are repressing 
the news about their own actions. The 
Bolshevist papers carry the only news 
available, and this is very meager and 
of 2 preGerman tint. 

“The Russian laboring classes have 
struck so often that the custom has 
how extended to the employers. In 
Viadivostok the Bolsheviki last March 
tried to carry out the control of all in- 
dustries by the workers—and of 
business by the clerks. But the Vladi- 
vostok merchants and manufacturers 
organized what they ‘called the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Commerce and 
Industry, in effect an employers’ union, 
and when the demand to turn over the 
business was made they simply closed 
up everything except the bakeries, the 

oceries, the barber shops, and the 
drug stores. It was a ten days’ lockout, 
and the Bolsheviki did not have the 
courage to try te break it by force. 
Finally ay, organized a Bolshevist 
parade. I did not seé it, but Japanese 
papers said that there were only 
tg in line, and I know that every- 

ody was surprised to find that they 
were so few. It appears to be the case 
everywhere that e Bolsheviki are a 
minority ruling by terror, but here was 
a place where they could not terrorize. 
The workmen and clerks came back to 
work and the demand for Bolshevist 
control of industries was dropped. 

‘When I left Vladivostok there were 
four cruisers in the harbor—one Amer- 
ican, one British, and two Japanese. 
While I was there the Bolsheviki madé 
a bluff of hostile action toward the 
cruisers, and mounted guns on the 
hills above the harbor; but that was all. 
It was said that there was no ammuni- 
tion and nobody to serve the guns; for 
the officers had all been driven away, 
and the trained gunners had left with 
them. The landing of marines occurred 
after I left. The landing party was 
small and was apparently. solely de- 
signed to protect the Japanese Consulate. 
There is still an enormous quantity of 
supplies in and around the town, but 
the railroad facilities are inadequate to 
remove them should such an attempt be 
made, and I think there is no danger of 
that with the cruisers in the port.’’ 


FIXES ZONE POSTAL RATES. 


Postmaster General Issues Regula- 
tions for Periodicals. 


WASHINGTON, May 27. — Regula- 
tions establishing the zone system of 
postal rates for newspapers and maga- 
zines have been issiied by the Post- 
master General. For that part of pe- 
riodicals devoted to reading matter, 
after July 1, a rate of 1% cents a pound 
will be fixed for. the first year and one 
of 1% cents thereafter. For. that part 
of periodicals devoted to advertising 
matter are assigned zoned rates running 
from 1% cents to 3% cents the first year. 
In 1919 the regulations provide a scale 
running to 5% cents, while in the third 
year the charge will be raised to 7% 
cents in the farthest zone and in the 
fourth to 10 cents. Intermediate zones 
take a rate proportionately increasing. 

To make effective the discrimination 
between the weight of reading matter 
and advertising, the regulations pro- 
vide that all publishers shall file a copy 
of every publication marked to show the 
percentage of each. Publishers are also 
required to separate publications in mail- 
ing in accordance with the zones to 
which copies are destined. 

The separation can be avoided only by 
the filing of circulation estimates show- 
i the ope ben Se of publications going 
info the different zones. 

The zones created are similar to those 
established for ading parcels post 
rates. Beginning July 1, in the first and 
second zones surrounding the place of 

ublication, the rate on advertising sec- 
ions of publications will be 1% cents 

er pound; in the third, 1%; fourth, 2; 
ifth, 2%; sixth, 2%; seventh, 8, an 
eighth, P 

etween July 1, 1919, and July 1 
1920, the first and second zone rate will 
be 1% cents; third, 2; fourth, 3; fifth, 
8%; sixth, 4; seventh, 5, and eighth, 5%. 

After July 1, 1920, the scale will run 
1% in the first and second zones, 2% in 
the third, 4 in the fourth, 4% in the 
fifth, 5% in the sixth, 7 in the seventh, 
and 7% in the eighth. 

The tinal increase, in 1921, makes the 
rate in the first and second zones 2 
cents, in the third 3, in the fourth 5, in 
the fifth 6, in the sixth 7, in the sev- 
enth 9, and in the eighth 10.

SET FIRE TO WAKE HUSBAND 


Mrs. Nolan Admits Firing Oil-Soaked 
Rags Under His Bed. 


Building a firé of oil-soaked rags near 
her husband’s bed to get him up for 
work was the novel method resorted to 
yesterday by Mrs. Mary Nolan in her 
home at 106 Raymond Street, Brooklyn. 
She is now held in the Classon Avenue 
Police Station, charged with attempted 


| arson, on the complaint of Fire Marshal 


Brophy. 

The woman, surrounded by her five 
children ,told the Fire Marshal that her 
husband, Patrick, refused to get up and 
go to work yesterday, although she 
threatened to pour scalding water upon 
him. She said she heated some water 
and threw it upon him, but he remained 
in bed. Then she went to the Domestic 
Relations Court, but nothing could: be 
done for her there, so she returned to 
the house, gathered up some rags, 


poured on kerosene oil and lighted them. 

Patrick got out of bed, and with other 
occupants of the four-story tenement 
put out the flames. Fire Marshal Brophy 
made the complaint upon which she 
was held. She insisted upon having her 
youngest child, a two-year-old boy, go 
with her to the station house. 





Austria’s Leading Aviator Killed. 

PARIS, May 27.—Lieutenant Kiss, re- 
puted to be the leading Austrian aviator, 
has been killed in an aerial battle, ac- 
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road employes and the $160,000,000 addi- 
tional which must be paid this year for 
coal and fyel oil, were given by Mr. 
McAdoo as ths factors which contrib- 


uted most toward the situation which 
made immediate action on his part man- 
datory. ‘ 

He expressed the hope that the public, 

shippers, and railroads would co-operate 
in accepting the increases as a war 
measure, and. would do all in. their 
power to aid thé Government in carry- 
ing out its plans for meeting the condi- 
tions now faced. ; 
“The rate increases which Mr. McAdoo 
has ordered are considerably in excess 
of any which were asked by the rail- 
roads before they were taken over by 
the Government. They were made 
necessary’ in part by the fact that net 
earnings dropped to a very low level 
in the early months of the year—to a 
point, in fact, where it became evident 
that the Government would be faced by 
a large deficit unless radical steps were 
taken 

None of ‘the increased rates, however, 
is on.account of additions, the purchase 
of new equipment, or other proposed 
expenditures approaching $1,000,000,000 
on capital account, 

The new rates will relieve the Govern- 
ment of the necessity of meeting a huge 
deficit out of the Treasury, a step which 
Mr. McAdoo feels would be unwise. 
On the other hand, attention is called 
to the fact that none of the money 
realized by the increased rates will 
benefit private interests, and that any 
excess over operating expenses and 
rentals will go to the Government. , 

McAdoo Explains Increases. 

Director General McAdoo made the 
following statement: 

‘““The United States has taken over 
the railroads as a war emergency meas- 
ure. They must be operated efficiently 
if the war-is to be carried to a success- 
ful conclusion, and they must be 
operated under the high cost conditions 
the war. has created. 

“These conditions are strikingly il- 


lustrated by the steaay increase in the 
ccest of railroad coal, as indicated by the 
following table:

es in the cost of fuel oil 
consumed by the railroads and in the 
cost of other railroad materials and sup- 
plies have likewise been enormous. 

‘“‘ These increases have contributed in- 
evitably to the increased cost of living, 
which in turn has created a demand for 
increased ,wages for railroad employes. 
This subject was exhaustively considered 
recently Le f the Railroad Wage Commis- 
sion, consisting of Messrs. Franklin K. 
Lane, Charles C. McChord, J. Harry 
Covington, and William R. Willcox, who 
have unanimously recommended in- 
creases in wages which they estimate 
will add to railroad operating costs not 
less than $3800,000,000 in the year 1918. 
The Director General has put the recom- 
mendation of the Wage Commission into 
effect, making at the same time certain 
additional increases for some classes 
of pc Pras in order to meet practical 
necessities which cannot be escaped or 
postponed. 


s 
Heavier Cost of Operation. 

‘On account of.these extraordinary 
increases in operating costs, which have 
come abqut as a consequence of the war, 
it is estimated that for the same aggre- 
gate business as last year, and under 
the same conditions except as to prices 
and wages, the operating expenses for 
the calendar year 1918 will be from $830- 
000,000 to $860,000,000 more than for the 
calendar year 1917. 

‘““While these increased operating 
costs will be subject ,to readjustments 
and may be somewhat diminished, yet, 
on the other hand, because of the ab- 
normal methods by which business must 
be conducted to serve the needs of the 
war they may be substantially increased. 
It seems clear that the railroads should 


be made self-sustaining and that suf- 
ficient revenues should be provided to 
prevent: them-from becoming a burden 
on the Federal Treasury. 

“The immediate practical necessity is 
that, without delay, increases in rates 
should be made to provide for these in- 
creased .costs of operation. At best, 
practically half of the year 1918 must 
elapse before such increases in rates 
can be made effective, although in- 
creases in operating expenses have been 
steadily effective since Jan. 1, 1918. 

“Therefore, by virtue of the power, 
during Federal control of the railroads, 
which act of Congress has conferred 
upon the President to initiate rates 
whenever the public tnterest requires, 
which power, as provided in that act, 
the President by proclamation has de- 
volved upon the irector General, the 
latter has been compelled, for the rea- 
sons stated, to initiate substantial in- 
creases in freight and passenger rates 
for practically all transportation serv- 
ices performed by the railroads under 
Federal control, including, of course, 
transportation service within the sev- 
eral States as wel) as transportation 
service across State lines. hese in- 
creases are made with the approval of 
the President and are explained in de- 
tail in the copy of order accompanying 
this announcement. 


Increases Effective in June. 


“The increases in passenger rates will 
become effective on the 10th Gay of 
June, 1918, and the increases in freight 
rates will become effective on the 25th 
day of June, 1918. 

“In making the advance effective on 
the dates specified a simple form of 
tariff authorized by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission must be used ang 
this will lead to the =o disre- 
gard, to some extent, of established 
groupings and differentials. But it is 

e intention to observe such groupings 
and differentials as far as practicable, 
and hereafter, with as much dispatch 
as possible, restore any important re- 
lationships which may be for the time 
being isturbed, and concurrently 
therewith endeavor to remove any ex- 
isting discrimination and bring about 
uniformity of rate adjustment through- 
out -sections where conditions are simi- 
ar. - 
‘“The act of Congress provides that 
the reasonableness and justness of such 
rates may be dealt with by. the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, so that no 
interests affected will be deprived of 
the opportunity for full hearing and 
consideration. The act sof Congress 
provides that the commission, in passing 
upon these questions, shall take into 
consideration tthe President’s finding 
and certificate that in order to defray 
the expenses of Federal control and 
operation it is necessary to increase 
the railway operating revenues. 

In this connection, it is important 
to make clear that no part of the-in- 
crease jn rates now initiated is on ac- 
count of the making of additions and 
betterments or the purchase of new 
equipment or other expenditures charge- 
able to investment account. The in- 
creases initiated are solely -on account 
of increased burdens tending to diminish 
railway operating income, 

**In the nature of things no such far- 
reaching step can accomplish ideal 
een as between the numerous 
interests necessarily affected, and doubt- 
less the commission will find it proper 
to make readjustments to attain a near- 
er mperback to such equalization. While 
as far as practicable the rates as in- 
itiated are designed to avoid unneces- 
sary disturtance of relative rate bases, 
the Director General will co-operate 
heartily with the commission in any re- 
adjustments needed to accomplish still 
‘further the object of avoiding undue 
preferences which, nevertheless, map 
develop upon detailed consideration by 
the commission. . * ‘

APPROVES RIVERS BILL. 


| Merchants’ Association Favors Sec- 
tion Protecting Streams. 


.». The Merchants’ Association has given 
its approval to Section 5, of the Rivers 
and Harbors Appropriation bill which is 
now before a Conference Committee of 
Congress. This section forbids the dis- 
charge of free acid or acid waste into 
any navigable water of the United 
States or any tributary of any navi- 
gable water above tidewater. 

The action taken by the association 
was based on a recommendation made 
by its Committee on Pollution and 
Sewerage, of which Edward Hatch, Jr., 
is Chairman, and is in line with former 
efforts made by the association to abate 
the pollution of the Hudson River. 

The amendment indorsed by the Mer- 
chants’ Association applied originally 
to all . navigable waters, and was 
stricken out of the bill in the House. 
It was restored in the Senate with an 
addition, making the prohibition inap- 
plicable to tidewaters. The provision 
was recommended by the army engi- 
neers, who pointed out that acid poured 
into rivers and lakes reduced by one- 
half the life of iron steamboats and 
the metal structure of Government 
locks and other Government works.

Committee to Keep Clear of Crim- 
inal Phase Being Handled 
by Charles E. Hughes. 


Special to The New York Times. . 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The sub- 
committee on aircraft of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee decided to- 
day to go ahead with its inquiry into 
aircraft production. This decision came 
after Senator Thomas. had told the sub- 
committee that Charles E. Hughes, spe- 
cial investigator for the Department of 
Justice, had stated that he was not op- 
posed to an investigation by the Senate 
Committee so long as.it did not .inter- 
fere with his own investigation. 
* Senator Thomas quoted Mr. Hughes 
as saying that unquestionably the sub- 
committee had a field of inquiry: before 
it-in the failure of aircraft production, 
if it wished to go into that. He only 
urged that the conimittee keep clear of 
the criminal phase of the situation, if 
any actually existed, so he might go 
ahéad unhampered. This the committee 
agreed to do. 

The Senate committee will leave Wash- 
ington toward the end of this week on 


the country to get intimate data as to 
production. Later the committee will 
conduct hearings, some of which will be 
in secret and others in public. 

**The sentiment of the subcommittee 
is that the people of the country want 
to be informed as to what has happened 
to prevent the manufacture of air- 
planes,” said Senator Thomas. ‘“ The 
production, every one knows, has been 
startlingly small.

Soldiers’ Health Depends on Them, 
Say Dociors at Atlantic City. 


ATLANTIC CITY, May 27.—Care of 
the mouth and throat in the main- 
tenance of the health of troops was 
emphasized by the speakers at the for- 
tieth annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Laryngological Association, which 
is being held here. ; 

Noted throat specialists, including 
many ‘with experience with the allied 
forces, reported one of the most prev- 
alent maladies found, especially among 
the British, was “ Vincent’s Angina,” 
or an infected throat condition that 
caused a tightening of the throat mus- 
cles, producing an uncomfortable throt- 
tliug effect. While the disease yields 
readily to'’prompt attention when found 
in the early stages, neglect often leads 
to the development of serious condi- 
tions. In the majority of cases among 
men just back from the trenches in 
the rest camps or on “ blighty,” it 
was discovered that tmproper care of 


the téeth was one of the principal 
symptoms. 

Medical men stationed at various can- 
tonments in this country reported 
that outbreaks of a simifar nature had 
been halted within a few days by the 
use of common remedies, and the in- 
struction of the men in the necessity 
of regular care of their teeth and 
throat, and prompt report of sore 
mouths or throats. :

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full: 
‘GENTLEMEN OF THH CONGRESS : 

It is with unaffected reluctance that 
I come to ask you to prolong your 
session long enough to provide more 
adéquate resources for the Treasury 
for the conduct of the war. I have 
reason to appreciate as fully as you 
do how arduous the session has been. 
Your labors have been severe and pro- 
tracted. You have passed a long series 
of measures which-required the debate 
of many doubtful questions -of judg- 
ment and many .exceedingly difficult 
questions of principle, as well as of 
practice. The Summer is upon us, in 
which labor and counsel are twice. 
arduous and are’constantly apt to be 
impaired by lassitude and fatigue. The 
eléctions are at hand, and we ought 
as soon as possible to go and render 
an intimate account of our trustee- 
ship to the people who delegated us 
to act for, them in the, weighty and 
anxious matters that crowd upon us 
in these days of critical choice and 
action. But we dare not go to the 
elections until we have done our duty 
to thé full. These are days when duty 
stands stark and naked, and even with 
closed eyes we know it is there. Ex- 
cuses are unavailing. We have either 
done our duty or we have not. The 
fact will be as gross and plain as 
the duty itself. In such a case lassi- 
tude and fatigue seem negligible 
enough. The facts are tonic and suti- 
fice to freshen the. labor. 

And the facts are these: Additional 
revenues must manifestly be provided 
for. It would be a most unsound 
policy to raise too large a proportion 
of them by loan. and it is evident that 
the $4,000,000,000 now provided for by 
taxation will not of themselves 8us- 
tain the greatly enlarged budget to 
which we must immediately look for- 
ward. We cannot in fairness wait 
until the end of the fiscal year is at 
hand to apprise our people of the taxes 
they must pay on their earnings of the 
present calendar year, whose account- 
ings and éxpenditures will then be 
closed, We cannot get increased taxes 
unless the country knows what they 
are, to be and practices the necessary 
economy to make them available. 
Definiteness, early definiteness, as to 
what its tasks are to be is absolutely 
necessary for the successful adminis- 
tration of the Treasury. It cannot 
frame fair and workable regulations 
in haste; and it must frame its regu- 
lations in haste if it is not to know its 
exact task until the very eve of its 
performance. The present tax laws 
are marred, moreover, by inequities 
wh ought to be remedied. Indis- 
putable facts, every one; and we can- 
not alter or blink them. To state 
them is argument enough. 

‘war: Profits, Incomes and Luxuries. 


And yet, perhaps, you will permit me 
to dwell for a moment upon the situa- 
tion they disclose. Enormous loans 
freely spent in the stimulation of in- 
dustry of almost every sort produce 
inflations and extravagances which 
presently make the whole economic 
structure questionable and insecure, 
and the very basis of credit is cut 
away. Only fair, equitably distributed 
taxation of the widest incidence and 
drawing chiefly from the sources 
which would be Hkely to demoralize 
credit by their very abundance, can 
prevent inflation and keep our indus- 
trial system free of speculation and 
waste. We shall naturally turn, 
therefore, I suppose, to war profits 
and incomes and luxuries for the ad- 
ditional taxes. But the war profits 
and incomes upon which the increased 
taxes will be levied will be the profits 
and incomes of the calendar year 
1918. It would be manifestly unfair 
to wait until the early months of 
1919 to say what they are to be. It 
might be difficult, I should imagine, 
to run the mill with water that had 
already gone over the wheel, 

Moreover, taxes of that sort will 
not be paid until June of next year, 
and the Treasury must anticipate 
them. It must use the money 
they are to preduce before it is 
due. It must sell short-time certifi- 
cates of indebtedness. In the Autumn 
a much larger sale of long-time bonds ~ 
must be effected than has yet been 
attempted. What are the bankers to 
think of the certificates if they do not 
certainly know where the money is to 
come from which is to take them up? 
And how are investors to approach the 
.purchase of bonds with any sort of 
confidence or knowledge of their own 
affairs if they do not -know what . 
taxes they are to pay and what econo- 
mies and adjustments of their busi- 
ness they must effect? ‘I cannot as- 
sure the country of a successful ad- 
ministration of the Treasury in 1918 
if the question of further taxation is 
to be left undecided until 1919. 

The consideration that dominates 
every other now, and makes every 
other seem trivial and negligible, is 
the winning of the war. We are not 
only in the midst of the war, we are 


’ at the very peak and crisis of it. Hun- 


dreds of thousands of our men, carry-, 
ing our hearts with them and our for- 
tunes, are in the field, and ships are 
crowding faster and faster to the 


ports of France and England with | 
regiment ‘after regiment, thousand 
after thousand, to join them until the 
enemy shall be beaten and brought to 
a reckoning with mankind. There can 
be no pause .or intermission. The , 
great enterprise must, on the con- 
trary, be ‘pushed with greater and 
greater energy. The volume of our 
might must steadily.and rapidly be - 
augmented until there can be no ques- 
tion of resisting it. If that is to be 
accomplished, gentlemen, money must 
sustain it to the utmost. Our finan-. 
cial program must no more be left in 
doubt or suffered to lag than our ord- 
nance program or our ship program 
or our munition program or our pro- 
gram for making millions of men 
ready. These others are not programs, 
indeed, but mere plans upon paper, 
unless there is to be an unquestionable 
supply of money. 
“ Pelitics Is Adjourned.” 


That is the situation, and it is the 
situation which creates the duty; no 
choice or preference of ours. There is 
only one way to meet that duty. We 
must meet it without selfishness or 
fear of consequences. Politics is ad- 
journed. The elections will go to those 
who think least of it; to those who go 
to the constituencies without explana- 
tions or excuses, with a plain. record 
of duty faithfully and disinterestedly 
performed. I, for one, am always con- 
fident that the people of this country 
will give a just verdict upon the serv- 
ice of the men who act for them when 
the facts are such that no man can 
disguise or conceal them. There is no 
danger of deceit now. An intense and 
pitiless light beats upon every man and 
every action in this tragic plot of war 
that is now upon the stage. If lob- 
byists hurry to Washington to attempt 
to turn what you do in the mgtter of 
taxation to their protection or advan- 
tage, the light will beat also~ upon 
them. There is abundant fuel for the 
light in the records of the Treasury 
with regard to profits of every sort. 
The profiteering that cannot be got at 
by the restraints of conscience and 
love of country can be got at by taxa- 
tion. There is such profiteering now, 
and the informatién with regard to it 
is available and indisputable. 

I am advising you to act upon this 
matter of taxation now, gentlemen, 
not because I do not know that you 
can see and interpret the facts and 
the duty they impose just as well and 
with as clear a perception of the ob- 
ligation involved as I can, but because 
there is a certain solemn satisfaction 
in sharing with you the responsibili- 
ties of such a time. The world never 
stood in such a case before. Men 
never before had so clear and so mov- 
ing a vision of duty. =I know that you 
will begrudge the work to be done 
here by us no more than the men be- 
grudge us theirs who lie in the 
trenches and sally forth to their death. 
There is a stimulating comradeship 
knitting us all together. And this 
task to which I invite your immediate 
consideration will be performed under 
favorable influences, if we will look 
to what the country is thinking and 
expecting and care nothing at all for 
what is being said and believed in the 
lobbies of Washington hotels, where 
the atmosphere seems to make it pos- 
sible to believe what is believed no- 
where else. : . 

Have you not felt the spirit of the 
nation rise and its thought become a 
single and common thought since these 
eventful days came in which we have 
been sending our boys to the other 
side? I think you must read that 
thought, as I do, to mean this, that 
the people of this country are not only 
united in the resolute purpose to win 
this war, but are ready and willing to 
bear any burden and undergo any sac- 
rifice that if may be necessary for 
them to bear in order to win it. We 
need not be afraid to tax them, if we 
lay taxes justly. They know that the 
war must be paid for, that it is they 
ho must pay for it, and, if the bur- 
den is justly distributed and the sacri- 
fice made a common sacrifice from 
which none escapes who can bear it at 
all, they will carry it cheerfully and 
with a sort of solemn pride. I have 
always been proud to be an American, 
and was never more proud than now, 
when all that we have said and all 
that we have foreseen about our peo- 
ple is coming true. The great days 
have come when the only thing that 
they ask for or admire is duty, greatr 
ly and adequately done; when their 
only wish for America is that she may 
share the freedom she enjoys, when a 
great, compelling sympathy wells. up 
in their hearts for men everywhere 
who suffer and are oppressed, and 
when they see at last the high uses 
for which their wealth has been piled 
up and their mighty power accurhu- 
lated, and, counting neither blood nor 
treasure, now that their final day of 
opportunity has come, rejoice to spend 
and to.be spent through a long night 
of suffering and terror in order that 
they and men everywhere may see the 
dawn of a day of righteousness and 
justice and peace. - Shall. we grow 
weary when they bid us act?

for them. 

‘‘It may take clear up to electio 
time to put this bill through.

Senator Penrose Mystified, 


Senator Penrose, ranking Republican 
member ofthe Finance Committee, said: 
“ While I doubt the advisability of rev- 
enue bill legislation at this session, the 
President says we must have it. I want 
to look very carefully into the matter 
of the Government's finances, so as to 
satisfy myself -that the bill is really 
needed. Of course, what the President 
asks will be given great weight. I do 
not mean to say that Congress will not 
pass the bill. But it seems strange that 
this sudden demand comes up when only 
a few days ago the Ways and Means 
Committee, thé Finance Committee, and 
the Secretary of the Treasury all had 
decided that no bill was needed. Three 
weeks ago we were told there was 
enough money in sight to run the war 
for the fiscal year. Now we are told 
they need money and we must rush a 
revenue bill through at this session of 
Congress.”’ “ 
Representative Nicholas Longworth, 
Republican, of Ohio, a member of the 
Ways. and Means Committee: “I am 
sorry that the President feels it, neces- 
sary to have Congress pass a revenue 
bill at this session. I do not like the 
idea of having a great measure like 
this framed just before election. It 
should be written when the air is clear, 
However, he asks it as Commander in 
Chief of the Army and Navy, and there 
ig nothing to do but go ahead.’’ 
Representative F. H.~Gillett, Repub- 
lican leader of the House: “ I‘am fully 
in accord with all that the President 
said, and to me it wag ong of the sound- 
est messages he has delivered. I am 
glad he called attention to the danger 
of inflation that large bond issues are 
likely to produce. I have no idea that 
the Republicans will caucus on the bill 
or attempt any partisan action. I wish 
I could feel that the Democrats will be 
ag nonpartisan and unsectionai as the 
Republicans will be. Personaily, I am 
sure that we would have a fairer bill if 
we passed it after election, because in- 
evitably there will be a desire to avoid 
unpopular taxes, and the action of 
members will be influenced -by the 
thought of their re-election campaigns.”’ 
Representative Cordeli Hull, Demo- 
crat, of Tennessee, a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee: ‘‘ The 
message is in line with what I have been 
contending for two months. {It is timely 
and wise. It responds to the ruleg of 
sound war finance and to the necessity 
for dealing with existing eccnomic con- 
ditions with respect to inflation of 
prices by taxation. The keynote of the 


message was equity and fairness in 
taxation. I believe that the President's 
ideas will be followed by Congress.” 
Representative Treadway, Republican; 
of assachusetts, a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee: ‘‘ The 
President's. address. is a distinctive ex- 
ample of his wonderful power of ex- 
pressing his ideas in the finest of lan- 
guage.

Representative J. H. Moore, Repub- 
lican, of Pennsylvania, a member of the 
Ways and Means.

PLEADS FOR WAR PRISONERS 


Canadian Soldier Says Their Only 
Hope Is a Freer Exchange. 


At the conclusion of an account of his 
life in a Gérman prison camp Lieutenant 
J. Harvey Douglas of the Fourth Cana- 
dian Mounted Rifles, appealed last night 
to the Canadian ‘Sdtfety''éf New York 
at a patriotic dinner in the Hotel Bilt- 
more to work for a freer and more ex- 
tended exchange of prisoners of war. 
He said conditions in German camps, 
though better than in the early part of 
the war, are still unbearable, and that 
the only salvation for prisoners was 
their return to their native lands. . 

Lieutenant Douglas told of the fight 
in which all but a few of his company 
were wiped out, and himself and an- 
other comrade seriously wounded, found 
by the Germans lying helpless in a shell 
hole. Prisoners, he said, do not get 
enough to eat, and are obliged to de- 
pend for their very life on the parcels 
that come from their own country. 

‘“* One of the first things the Germans 
want to know is why we, the Canadians, 
are in the war, and why we are not at 
home in peace, making money out of the 
war,” he said. ‘Another thing ther 
want to know is how long the war will 
last. They get very little satisfaction 
from the prisoners. We told them that 
the war would lagt five or ten: years 
longer, and that we were. getting 
stronger all the time, and would soon 
have another million men in the field.” 

The Rev. Charies A.@Eaton, who has 
visited many shipyards to arouse the 
loyalty of the workers, declared that 
the workers were 100 per cent. Amer- 
icans. ‘‘ We are now delivering ships 
at the rate of 10,000 tons a day,’ he 
said, ‘‘ and we are acing to keep it up, 
for we are going to send the Hun back 
to hell where he came from.” 

Comparing the German military man- 
val with the French, Stephane u- 
sanne of the French High Commission 
showed that cruelty and brutality was 
Part of war as Germany fought it, and 
that it advocated in her soldiers the 
torture of civilians to obtain military 
information, or to make them work or 
to serve as: guides.

Congressman Tilson Asserts Army 
Will Not Get All It Needs 
Before Jan, 1 Next.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Official an- 
nouncemients touay ‘from the Cuban 
State Department and the Cuban Le- 
gation here that Mexico's withdrawal 
of her Minister at Havana does not 
constitute: a break in diplomatic re- 
lations between the two countries have 
ony, added to mystery of officials and 
diplomats who are looking for Mexico’s 
real motive. 

The withdrawal of a Minister is a 
measure short of a break in diplomatic 
relations in relatively the same way as 
the latter is a measure short of war. 

So far the American Government's 
only information is the text of the offi- 
cial statement of the Foreign Office 
forwarded by Ambassador Fletcher. The 
Mexican Ambassador in Washington 
has not communicated with the State 
Department at all on the subject.

TO HOME DUTY

tion as to the reason for the order 
taking General Wood away from the 
command of troops prepared for war 
service and assigning him. to adminis- 
trative duty in San Francisco. It had 
been taken for granted that General 
Wood would be sent to Europe to take 
his place as one of the commanders of 
the American Expeditionary Forces. 

He had recently undergone a severe 
examination by a board of high rank- 
ing medical officers of the army, one of 
whom was ‘Major Charles Mayo of the 
Medical Reserve Corps, the noted sur- 
gecn of Rochester, Minn., and - the 
board had found that he was entirely 
fit for overseas service. His division, 
the 89th of the National Army, accord- 
ing to all reports, had been trained to 
a high state of efficiency under en- 
eral Wood’s system of instruction. 

On May 22 THwm NEw. YorK Timms 
printed a dispatch from Camp Funston, 
Kansas, marked ‘* Passed by the Cen- 
.sor”’ to the effect that the troops at 
that camp—General Wood’s command— 
“are going ‘over there.’” The dis- 
patch said that “‘ where they go from 
here and when and ehow they leave, 
are points of information that cannot 
be made public.” In addition, the dis- 
patch stated that ‘“‘the 89th, under 
General Wood, is the only division of 
National Army men turned out’ as a 
unit complete in every way to take its 
place jn the trenches of France.”’ In- 
formation of a similar nature was pub- 
lished in Western newspapers. 


‘Went to Eurepe in Preparation. 


Shortly after the United States en- 
tered the great war General Wood 
was detached from command of the 
Eastern (Military Department, with 
headquarters at Governors Island, N. 
Y., and transferred to command the 
Southeastern Department, -with head- 
quarters at Charleston, 'S. C. 

Coincident with this announcement it 
was made known that the Hastern De- 
partment had been divided into three. 


parts, one of which was to be the South- 
eastern. Correspondence made public at 
the time by the War Department showed 
that in notifying General Wood of his 
detachment from command of the East- 


ern Department, Secretary Baker had/| 


informed him that he could take his 
choice of commanding the: Southeastern 
Department, the Department of the 
Philippines, or the Department. of 
Hewail. . 

Subsequently, however, upon the f 


Ate 
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mation of the National Army, he was 
assigned to command the 89th Division 
at. Camp Funston, one of the largest 
divisions in training for overseas serv- 
ice, with a total of more than 46,000 
men selected from the draft quotas of 
Kansas, Missouri, South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Colorado, New Mexico, and 
Arizona. 

As commander of a division of troops 
intended for overseas service General 
Wood was sent to Europe late last year 
to observe and inspect military opera- 
tions on the western front in prepara- 
tion for his expected service in the 
theatre ‘of war. While there hé was 
severely injured by the explosion of a 
bomb, and was in the hospital for sev- 
eral weeks. General Wood returned to 
the United States shortly before Secre- 
tary Baker arrived in Europe on his 
tour of inspection of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces in March and April, 
although it was understood that General 
Wood. would remain in France for con- 
sultation with Mr. Baker. 


Surprise in Washington. ' 


On account of the tnjuries he had re- 
ceived there was some speculation as to 
whether General Wood was able to pass 
the rather severe physical examination 
for overseas service. The high ranking 
medical officers of long experience who 
examined him, however, found that he 
was in excellent physical trim. After 
that there appeared to be no obstacle to 
General Wood's assignment to service in 
the war area, and the news that’ he 
had been detached from overseas duty 
and ordered. to San Francisco, 6,000 
miles from the theatre of conflict, 
created a deep impression in military 
circles, ‘and,°in fact, throughout Wash- 
ington. 

By virtue of seniority Brig. Gen. F. 
L. Wynn, commanding the 177th Infan- 
try Brigade, becomes commanding of- 
ficer of the 89th National Army Di- 
vision. It is supposed, however, that if 
the, orders detaching General Wood are 
allowed to stand an officer of the rank 
of Major General will be assigned to 
General Wood’s place. 

Colonel C. E. Kilbourne, Chief of 
Staff: of the 89th Division, was also in 
Washington today.

this week, for certainly the spirit of the 
American people hag been demonstrated 
by these contributions to the Red Cross

“Of course, in order to accomplish 
this, the most remarkable feat ever re- 
corded as voluntary act on the part 
of a people, it was necessary to de- 
velop an organization. We had at the 
head of that organization a man with 
notable and able assistants, who has 
worked in California, in Louisiana, in 
Michigan, in Maine, in New York, and 
in all other States. While I have been 
touring Europe, visiting the crowned 
heads and getting my name in the 
paper, he has’ been doing the real bust!- 
ness. J want you all to rise and drink 
to the health of Nealy Bliss.’’ 

After this toast was drunk Mr. Davi- 
son continued: 

“think. it was-.in December that 
we asked Mr. Breed to lunch with us 
and consider taking the Chairmanship 
of the New York campaign. Well, it 
was a long luncheon, I think an hour 
and three-quarters,’ an hour and forty 
minutes of which was taken up by Mr. 
Breed not in declining to take the po- 
sition, but giving to us the. reasons 
why he was not qualified to take the 
position, Well, ladies and gentlemen, 
you have the answer. Certainly I am 
not going to keep you from getting the 
final réturns by telling you of the 
merits of Mr. Breed, but I want to say 
this—that looking back at that time, un- 
der those ‘circumstances, under. those 
conditions, when at that luncheon we 
paid the most serious undertaking was 
that of New York, I feel that the per- 
formance of Mr. Breed hag been nothing 
leas than brilliant. You know very well 


that it is not possible to give by word 
credit to every one. I wish I could, 
but I’am sure that each one is con- 
scious of the service he has performed. 


Will Work in Nanie of America. 


‘* Well, now, the week is over. The 
War Council is going back to Washing- 
ton to get down to business, and I 
want you to understand, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, that the War Council is appre- 
ciative of all that has been done, but 
far and away above and beyond that, 
we are conscious of a very great re- 
sponsibility. I can assure you that not 
one dollar will be expended which is 
nét expended after careful thought and 
consideration given to the object of the 
expenditure by the council, You have 
demanded of the War Council that 
nothing should be left undone for the 
protection and welfare of our own boys, 
and I can assure you that nothing will 
be left undone. You have furthermore 
demanded of the War Council that they 
shall go on in the name of the Amer- 
ican people—for all of this work is done 
not in the name of the Red Cross where 
it can be avoided, or at least where the 
name of the American people can be 
used, and I love to think it is the Amer- 
ican people and no special organization 
—you have demanded that we go on 
with the fight, and “we are going on 
with the fight.” 

Mr. Davison, after referring to the in- 
human methods employed by the Ger- 
mans and of their insidious propaganda, 
said in closing: 

‘“*On our side, we are carrying on the 
fight with implements which\provide and 
only provide for the welfare, the health, 
and the moral uplift of humankind, and 
it is expended by a hand of mercy and 
of justice, and so long as there is a God 
in heaven we will win that fight.” 

Mr. Breed, in introducing Seward 


‘Prosser, who was in charge of the first 


Red Cross drive, told of the hearty as- 
sistance. given by the bankers in the 
campaign just ended. 

Mr. Prosser Praises Chairman. 

Mr, Prosser spoke in praise of the 
great energy which Mr. Breed had 
thrown into the work here and con- 
cluded: : 

“Phis afternoon I happened.to meet 
@ man, very active in the Red Cross, 
apparently—I think he had been in- 
dulging too much; and he spoke about 
Mr. Davison. I always like to hear 
anything favorable about Mr. Davison, 
but it rather amused me. He said: 
‘ There is Mr. Davison, he’s the greatest 
mother of them all.’ 

‘*But I know that you have got a 
terribly tired Chairman here, 
you are tired yourselves; but I believe 


that when he goes home tonight and it Ut 


is all over, he will say that ‘I have done 
far| better things than I have ever done 
before.’.”” 

A letter from Mayor Hylan to Charles 
A, Coffin, Chairman of the industrial 
campaign here, was read, stating that 
the Mayor was unable to be present be- 
cause of pressure of official business. 
Mr. Hylan called attention to his ap- 
pointment of a committee for enrolling 
the officials and employes of the city 
under the industrial plan. The letter

‘Germans Busy Getting’ Dutch Trade 
and Spreading Hatred Over 
Seizure of Shipping.

‘ te future, the Dutch will have 
starvation staring them in the face. In 
Wngland and France the people imagine 
that they are suffering from lack of 
food, but so far the submarine warfare 
has only affected what may be classed 
as lhixuries. 

There is an impression in America 
and in England that, because the Hol- 
danders say “‘yah”’ for ‘‘yes”’ they 
may well be regarded’ as Germans. This 
is not the case by any means, and even 
now, with all the acute feeling over the 
seizure of their ships by the Allies, 
the majority of the people are favorable 
to the cause of the Entente.* The Gov- 
ernment itself, and a portion of the 
military. officials, are pro-German in 
their views on the war, but they are all 
and pro-Holland above 
everything. 

Germany is rapidly acquiring Holland 
commercially because of the embargo 
Placed by the Allies on exports of 
manufactured goods. In Amsterdam, 
Rotterdam, The Hague, Maastricht, 
Delft, and other cities that I have just 
visited I found German goods on sale 
in all the shops. Before the war, for 
example, American and British kodak 
firms had a ready market all over Hol- 


») land and ‘now their goods have dis- } 
‘) appeared completely from the windows 


of the’ shops. German films and 
cameras have replaced them and-can be 
had everywhere. The same thitig ap- 
plies to shirts, collars, gloves, cravats, 
and fancy goods of every description 
which came previously from Efgland, 
and machinery of all kinds, shoes and 
other goods from America. Proprietors 
of important dry» goods stores in 
Amsterdam and The Hague told me 
that they could give and had ‘offered 
absojute guarantees that these goods 
would only be sold to private customers 
and not a single article would cross the 
frontier into Germany. A porcelain and 
chinaware firm at The Hague, which 
has imported Wedgwood ware for 
“nearly half a century, said that when 
the imports ceased from England and

orated. In addition, the Germans are 
investing money in all kinds of indus- 
trial concerns in Holland which will 
ve them the controling power after 
he war. This is the case with many 
of the shipyards, which have been idle 
since the nning of the war through 
lack of steel and necessary material to 
carry on ship construction, Germany 
is now exporting the steel to Holland 
for this purpose under ‘the agreement 
that they will have a certain percent- 
age of the new shipping when normal 
conditions are restored.

TYLER’S SURVIVORS HERE. 


U-Boat Torpedo Killed 11 of Her 
Crew When She Was Sunk May 2. 


Korty-six survivors of the crew of the 
American steamship Tyler, ‘which was 
torpedoed on May 2 off the Balearic 
Islands, in the Mediterranean, arrived 
here yesterday and went to the. United 
States Shipping Commissioner’s office 
at the Battery to be paid ofr. 

The Tyler had left an Italian port 
and was bound for the United States in 
a convoy of twenty-three vessels when 
she was attacked by a U-boat.

CALL THEM “UNPATRIOTIC ” 


Cite Government’s Adoption of Con- 
tract and Stage’s Services In War 
—President to Consult Creel. 


Charges that a majority of theatrical 
managers are not living-up to the agree- 
ment. entered, into» with the onde 
Equity ‘Association last October reg: 
ing the use of a standard contract were 
made yesterday afternoon at the annual 
meeting of the association at the Hotel 
Astor. The agoption of the standard 
contract by the Government's Commitee 
on Training Camp Activities, in its deal- 
ings with performers on the cantonment 
circuit, had encouraged the association, 
it was announced, to lay its grievance 
before President Wilson. 

In thé appeal to the President, which 
Was made last week by Francis Wilson, 
head of the Actors Equity, the mana- 
gers were characterized as “ sordid and 
unpatriotic employers.’’ ‘The response 
made by the acting profession to 
patriotic appeals of all sorts was cited, 
and the President was asked for a pub- 
lic expression of opinion on the situa- 
tion as a means of keeping up the 
morale of the actor. 

** In its engagement of actors for can- 
tonment theatres,’’ ran the letter to 
the President, ‘“‘the Government has 
employed actors by what is called the 
standard contract, an agreement 
rived at between the Actors Equity As- 
sociation and the United Mana $4 
Protective Dapette ion. and duly ratifi 
by both parties Oct. 1917, after ate 
date no other form o contract was to 
be issued. 

‘* Before this contract came into ex- 
istence, Mr. President, the emotional, 
non-businessiike actor had been at the 
vege er 3 of the financial and very busi- 
nesslike manager, who exploited the 
actor on terms that for a quarter of a

IRELAND IN AMERICA. 

Mr. JoHN Ditton, Chairman of the 
Irish Nationalists, sees and says with 
truth that “the Sinn Fein is not only 
“alienating Americans but our own 
“Irish people in América.” Outside 
of the persons in this country 
who have been contributing to the 
Sinn Fein, there are few Americans, 
of whatever descent, who are not 
weary of and disgusted with the Sinn 
Fein folly or madness. At this time, 
Ireland should understand that Ameri- 
cans have just one thing in mind, to 
beat Germany. Whoso helps us or our 
allies is our friend. Whoso opposes us 
or our allies or any of them is our foe. 

The Sinn Feiners seem to stand apart 
from the world. ‘They are cursing 
England, while Americans, none more 
gallantly or in greater proportional 
numbers than “ our own Irish people 
in America,” are fighting, side by side, 
with Englishmen, with Irishmen of 
Ireland, Great Britain, and Canada, 
and Australia. The cause of the Allies 
is one.’ Who is not for us is against 
us.’ . 

Mr. JosEPH DEVIN, a Nationalist 
leader, shows that a Nationalist, too, 
can stand apart from the allied world, 
be utterly ignorant of the feeling and 
determination of the Allies. He talks 
at Belfast of ‘a peace by understand- 
ing,” ‘cites. that noble pacific letter 
writer, the Marquess of LANSDOWNE, 
says that if “ the Irish race takes up 
“the question [of peace] it can help 
“it forward as no other race can.” 
That is, he wants a genuine German 
peace, he wants to move for such a 
peace when.the Allies are agreed on a 
victorious peace. 

“The Irish race,” here and every- 
where, except among the Sinn Feiners, 
will negotiate peace with guns and air- 
planes, by vigorous and successful 
war. 





PRINCIPLES IN HUNGARY. 

Dr. WEKERLE, once more Premier of 
Hungary, presented his new Cabinet 
to Parliament with the observation 
that agreement must be reached on 
the question of electoral reform, but 
without prejudicing the principles of 
the bill. A study of recent Hungarian 
press comment and observations by 
statesmen of all parties conveys the 
impression that Dr. WEKERLE is right. 
Whatever internal dissensions there 
may be among the Magyars, they are 
all one when it comes to the grand and 
immutable principle that things must 
be so arranged that whatever happens 
‘a minority of Magyars will continue to 
rule over a majority of Slavs and 
Latins. 

Count Tisza’s followers, for reasons 
best known to themselves, have now 
and then protested that the bill does 
not go far enough. Deputy Kozma, 
one of his followers, in a sub-committee 
lately demanded a severe Magyar ad- 
ministration, a strict Magyar police, 
and a separate Magyar army, “ other- 
wise,” he observed candidly, ‘the 
= Magyars will have to retire in dis- 
“ grace to their actual ethnographical 
“frontiers in their own country.” 
This would be a sad relapse from the 
happy conditions of the last fifty years; 
and no doubt Tisza is trying to make 
assurance doubly sure. 

But those whom his partisans con- 
demn as moderates are sure enough. 
Count ANDRassy's paper, in laying the 
new plans before the public, made the 
comment: “The new project guar- 
“antees the natural supremacy of 
“the Magyars.” Deputy Zo.ran, of 
KaRotri’s party, says in Parliament: 
“We wish a democratic and free Hun- 
“ gary, but a Hungary which we will 
“keep only for Magyars.” There is 
the noble ideal—as democratic and free 
as you please, so long as we can keep 
everybody else out of the manger. _ 

Minister Vazsonyr came forward in 
Parliament in March to reassure those 
who thought that there might be some- 
thing really democratic dnd reforma- 
tive in this project of democratic re- 
form, and pointed to the denunciations 
by the leaders of the nationalities and 
the protests of Austro-German So- 
cialists as the surest sign that the new 
measures would not really give the 
subject races any power. “I am an 
optimist,” he observed, “and I believe 
* that with Magyar policy we shall 
* succeed wl, Sicoraite Magyars of the 
“ Ukrainians in ten years. With re- 
“gard to Rumanians the situation is 
“ much more favorable than it was be- 
“fore the war, for foreign policy will 
“no longer fetter internal policy.”

No one, not even NAPoLEon, ever put 
the military art more completely. than 
did General NaTHAN BEDFORD FORREST 
when, in answer to a woman who 
asked him the secret of his success, he 
replied, -“Ma’am, I got there ‘first 
with the most men.” General Mav- 
RICE .now quotes this trenchant epi- 
gram, on which, though NaPoLEon did 
not utter it, he always acted. It pains 
us to find The New York Tribune re- 
buking General Maurice for misquo- 
tation, and alleging that what General 
FoRBEST said was, “I got there first- 
est with the mostest men.” 

We are aware that this impossible 
form is the one in which FoRREsT’s 
great epigram is generally quoted, the 
explanation accompanying it being the 
one The Tribune now gives, that For- 
REST was an uneducated man. No un- 
educated man would think of such an 
intricate and complicated phrase.. Nor 
is it Southern dialect. It is not dia- 
lect, but “ baby talk.” The truth is 
that somebody who was trying to 
make ForRREsT talk what he imagined 
to be Southern dialect evolved that in- 
credible phraseology, and has béen 
followed slavishly ever since. "What 
ForRREsT said undoubtedly was, 
“ Ma’am, I got thar fust with the 
most men.” 

FoRREST was a genius whom the 
Confederacy discovered too late. After 
the war JosEPH E.. JOHNSTON pro- 
nounced him “ the gre&test soldier the 
civil war produced.” General BEAURE- 
GAED .said that “ FoRREST’s capacity 
“ for war seemed to be limited only by 


“the. opportunities for its display.” 


General SHERMAN called him “ the 
“most remarkable man our civil war 
“ produced on either side.” At For- 
BEsT’s funeral Governor PoRTEB of 
Tennessee remarked to JEFFERSON 
Davis that history had “ named him as 
“one of the half dozen greatest sol- 
“ diers of the country,’’-to which Mr. 
Davig replied: ite yy 

I agree with you. The trouble was 

that the Generals commanding in the 
Southwest ,never appreciated Forrgst 
until 1t was too late. Théir judgment 
was that he was a bold and enterpris- 
ing partisan raider and rider. I was 
misled by them, and I never knew 
how to measure him until I read his 
reports of his campaign across the 
Tennessee River in 1864. _ This induced 
a. study of his earlier reports, and 
after that I was prepared, to adopt 
what you are. pleased to name as the 
judgment of history. 

If The Tribune wishes to know how 
General ForRREsT really talked, here is 
a sample quoted by his friend General 
OaTEs, in his “ War Between the 
Union and the Confederacy.” FoRREST 
is describing a hand-to-hand fight at 
the battle of Fort Donelson: 

_ I thought that I could kill a man by 
strikin’ him over the head with my 
sabre, but I found that while I could 
knock him off his horse, he would 
Jump up and run away. I then tried 
the p’int on one, and when he fell he 
lay thar. I looked up and down the 
line, and saw that the boys were mix- 
mg with them. I tried to think of the 
command ‘“ Right thrust’’ to give 
them, but could not, and instead yelled 
aloud, “Punch them, boys; damn. 
them, punch ’em!”’’ They understood 
and obeyed that command.

PUNISHMENT BY BOYCOTT. 

In Norway’s Parliament members 
have been complaining because Ger- 
man submarines attacked fishing 
boats along the Norwegian coast a 
few days ago, sinking five and killing 
fishermen who were striving to reach 
the shore in lifeboats. And fhe For- 
eign Minister has asked the Berlin 


| Government for an explanation, hop- 


ing to get a German promise that the 
shelling of- men in such boats shall 
not occur again. All this is a waste 
of time and effort. It is an old story, 
the sinking of fishing boats in those 
waters, and the murder of men at 
work on them. Such boats were tor- 
pedoed and. shelled there last year. 
Those whose lives were taken then 
had been catching fish for Germany.

ened ‘business man protests, but the ex- 
planation of its absolute necessity if the 
Allies are to win the present conflict. 
The manufacturer or merchant who 
proclaims that unless he can make his 
accustomed profits by doing his accus- 
tomed business he will not be able to 
buy. bonds or pay big taxes overlooks, 
as Mr. RoseNwaLp . pointed out, the 
possibility of a radical change in his ac- 
tivities, and that a great savings cam- 
paign among the individual purchasers 
of the country might, and indeed would, 
mean not less business and no profits,

Every purchase of anything hot really 
needed for the war diverts both labor 
and material from utilization in winning 
the war, and it is only at such cost that

where the fighting is-going -on. The doors 
are closed to civillans seeking appointment, 
so the only way to get in the line is to 
enlist and kick your way up. This I heve 
decided to do, and by the time this reaches 
you I shall be on my way to Camp Meade, 
where I shall “take on” with the 316th 

Infantry. ~ 

I did not attend the training camps, so 
missed the opportunity for getting a com- 
migsion in the line. If I had not ‘come to 
‘Washington I might have been content to

crop, I do not éare to be a staff officer. 

I am a graduate of the Virginia Military 
Institute, served several yoars.as Captain 
in the Tennessee National Guard, was 
Major and commandant of cadets at Sewa- 
nee, am the author of military publications 
used extensively in the army, and have 
had, you might say, twenty years’ study 
and experience in army and military mat- 
ters. . 

I don’t know whether I shall ever be an 
officer or not, but I know that we are 
going to the other side pretty soon, and,

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GERMANS “CRITICAL | 
OF U-BOAT POLICY 


Point Out Fallure of the Admi- 
ralty to Live Up to Its 
Promises. 


NOT BUILDING FAST ENOUGH 


Full Capacity of the German Yards 
Not Used In Turning Out 
U-Boats,' It Is Charged. 


Copies of German newspapers just 

received here show that on April 23, 
five days after the heated: debate in 
the Main Committee of the Reichstag. 
over the effectiveness of the unrestricted 
submarine warfare as outlined by Ad- 
miral von Capelle, Minister of Marine, 
before that body, the ‘semi-official 
Wolff Telegrdph Bureau sent out the 
following report: 
'“ During the month of March there 
was destroyed all together 689,000 gross 
register tons of the merchant cargo 
room useful to our enemies. Therefore, 
the world merchant cargo room at the 
disposal of. our enemies has been re- 
duced by war measures alone by ap- 
rroximately 16,469,000 tons since the. be- 
ginning of the war. 


“THE CHIEF OF THE ADMIRAL’S 
STAFF OF THE NAVY.” 

According to the official German 
statement for February, the allied and 
neutral merchant shipping sunk during 
that month by the war measures of the 
Central Powers totaled 680,000 gross 
tons. In its comment upon the March 
figures the Wolff Bureau asks how Sir 
Eric Geddes, First Lord of the British 
Admiralty, had the assurance to refer 
on Mareh 5 to the falling curve of the 
British shipping losses and to put, in 
his White Book the total world mer- 
chant tonnage loss from the beginning 
of the war to the end of 1917 at only 
11,800,000 gross registered tons, whcn 
the German Admiral’s Staff had “ in- 
controvertably "’ shown it to have been 
about 5,000,000 tons more. The Wolff 
Bureau then proceeds to answer its own 
question by asserting that the British 
Admiralty arrives at its figures by not 
including in the merchant’ shipping 
losses such steamers as are in military 
service, even though they be guard 
ships, hospital ships, auxillary cruisers, 
and ‘probably ’’ transports and muni- 
tion ships. 

As was pointed out in the cabled re- 
ports of the debate in the Main Com- 
mittee. of the Reichstag on April 18, 
practically “all factions, with the excep- 
tion of the Independent Socialists, 
united in criticising the German Ad- 
miralty for its failure to have carried 
out its various promises of winning the 
war through ruthless submarine war- 
fare and in demanding more action and 
less talk. Among the editorial com- 
ments in the German press regarding 
this debate, that of the -Frankfurter 
Zeitung is one of the lengthiest and 
most caustic. It begins by remarking 
that, if the debate attracted little at- 
tention, in spite of the ‘‘ astonishing ”’ 
character of the speeches, this was due 
partly to the preoccupation of public 
opinion with the western offensive, the 
war loan, the new taxation proposals, 
and the retirement of Count Czernin, 
and partly to the censorship which 
made the published reports of the ‘de- 
bate hardly intelligible. ~ After con- 
demning the Government's policy.of con- 
cealment the Frankfurter: :Zeitung; : as 
translated by The London Times, ‘pro- 
ceeds: 

‘* Serious matters are at stake. Other- 
wise so calm a critic as Herr Gothein 


(the Radical spokesman) would’ not 
have said: ‘ We cannot trust the Naval 
Administration.’ And even Herr Strese- 
mann (the Lip on ee Liberal spokesman) 
feels * slight doubts.’ 

* What is the cause of all:this? The 
criticism is directed against what are 
described as false and misleading cal- 
culations of the Admiralty about the ef- 
fect of the submarine war, and—a much 
more_ serious point—against the con- 
struction policy. of Herr von Capelle. 
* * * A’ number of Deputies of the 
Left made grave charges against the 
Admiralty, because it was induced only 
by contra experience to abandon the 
rosy miscalculations in which not only 
the Admiralty itself believed, but which 


were made the foundation of an almost.

Commission Outlines a Program of 
Construction, Giving Lines Which It 
Says Should Be Finished Quickly. 








The Public ‘Bervicé Commission 
adopted a resolution yesterday pfovid- 
ing that the subway work be finished 
under an agreement providing that the 
contractors do the work on a cost basis, 
and that the advance in wages de- 
manded by the workmen, numbering 
about 5,500 be granted from May 15. 
This resolution, together with a list of 
the rapid transit lines remaining to be 


much detail, was forwarded to_ the 
Board of Estimate, which meets today. 
he suggested modifications of the 
pending contracts permitted by the 
ckwood law were considered by the 
commission ag the best solution of the 
problem which cenfronted the con- 
tractors because of the increased costs 
due to the war, which threatened them 
with bankruptcy. A resolution recent- 
ly passed by the representatives of the 
men eo in the work was to the 
effect that they would quit on June 
1, unless the increases in pay asked 
for were granted. It was conceded by 
both thé contractors and the commis- 
sion that if the men wént out that it 
would .be very difficult, if not im- 
possible, to fill their places becanne of 
_ Jjaree demand for workmen of this 


tt ‘the suggestion of the commission is 
accepted by the Board of Estimate the 
men will keep on with the work and the 
details of the pee may be worked out 
at leisure. No res are yet obtainable 
as to what the increase in the cost 0 
the work will be, Mayor Hylan thou ft 


,000, and it is known that the com- 
mission is not inclined to dispute this 
estimate. 

Commission Urges Prompt Action. 

The resolution says that the commis- 
sion is of the opinion that the Board of 
Estimate ought promptly to utilize the 
privileges granted by the Lockwood law 
to modify the contracts, and explains 


the difficulties caused by the war which 
threaten ‘‘to postpone indefinitely the 

making available of the transportation 
facilities whose operation depends on 
work now in progress.’’ Then the reso- 
lution says: 

For the purpose or enabling the present 
labor emergency to be met in time, and 
for the development of a policy and_the 
procedure acceptable to the Board of Esti- 
‘mate and the Commission, the-Commission 
hereby announces that if ‘the Board of Bs- 
timate at this time approve of such a - 
general policy with respect to the lines 
and work, the Commission will proceed 
on the assumption that, in proper form and 
on suitable terms, to be determined by 
the Board and the Commission jointly, 
there shall be offered to each contractor 
now engaged on rapid transit railroad con- 
struction under a contract entered into 

ith the City of New York prior to April 


agreement for the completion of the work 
remaining thereunder, on a basis of actual 
and necessary cost and no profit, pursu- 
ant to such an agreement and stipulation 
as is contemplated by and provided for 
in the Lockwood Law; that the Commis- 
sion will offer such further adjustments, 
pursuant to Section 5 of the said act, as 
the emergency may seem to warrant "and 
as the said Board of Estimate will ap- 
prove; but that irrespective of agreement 
as to matters prior to this date, the policy 
will be to give to each contractor, on 


the Commission may jointly determine and 

approve, an opportunity of providing for 
future. work on-an actual cost basis, 

In a. letter. accompanying the resolu-: 
tion the commission explained to the 
Board of Estimate that the resolution 
was not designed te express with much 
definiteness the course: of the ¢o-oper- 
ative action by the commissi and the 
board in order to get the n lines in 
operation at the earliest possiblé mo- 
ment. - The commission suggests that if 
the board should disagree with the pro- 

gram pr s0sed in the resolution, that 

RGme cat public expense will be saved 
if any’ points of divergence of policy 
are now made clear, to the end that 
efforts may be concentrated to the car- 
rying out of the work,”’ so that an 
agreement between them may be reached 
quickly. Then the letter says: 

The commission understands that if, by 
the joint action of the commission and 
the Board of Estimate, prompt — 
of procedure along these lines is given to 
the contractors, the contractors will put in 
-force, aS of May 15, the scale of increased 
wages recently filed by the labor represen- 
tative with the Board of Estimate and the 
commission. 

The commission believes that all of the 
rapid ‘transit construction now in progress 
ought to be completed as expeditiously as 
practicable, Energies ought to be con- 
centrated upon the completion of thg wark 
and lines of the greatest importance, but 
the commiszsion does not believe that any 
of the present work should be abandoned 
or inde — postponed, if ber can be 
avoided. little more than $30,000,000 
worth of poe remains to be done on out- 
standing contracts.

THE COTTON MARKET 


Concrete Result of Struggle Be- 
tween Opposing Forces More 
Evident Than Usual. 





The local cotton market yesterday ap- 
peared to be the concrete result of a 
struggle between two opposing forces, 
which while always present are not al- 
Ways so evident to the eye of the 
observer as they were yesterday. On 
the one side there was the settled be- 
lief of nearly all local traders in a much 
larger carry-over of this year’s crop 
than is needed to justify present prices, 
combined with expectation of continued 
drastic cuts in exports, and with all 


this a very much larger crop this Fall 


than last. On the other side was the 
plain fact that it is impossible to get 
cotton cn the spot anywhere in the 
country at anything comparable to the 
price of fyture contracts, and that the 
men who have cotton show no anxiety 
whatever to sell. Between the two the 
market, after some fluctuations, wound 
up very much as it had closed last 
Saturday. .New crop deliveries were 
slightly cheaper, and old crop deliveries 
dearer, the range being from 27 points 
higher on June to 19 points lower on 
March. 

At the opening prices were off from 11 
to 37 points, and the market looked 
rather weak, Jargely in consequence of 
news from England ' regardifig § the 
tightening of consumption restrictions, 
combined with several favorable. crop 
reports from private sources. of .good 
standing and reliability. However, it 
was noticed that some houses with 
Liverpool connections were selling new 
crop deliveries and buying July, and 
domestic trade representatives not only 
picked up a little July cotton, but also 
took in a fair proportion of the October 
offerings near the bottom. It was re- 
ported that low grades were still in de- 
mand ir. the South to an unexpected ex- 
tent, and as prices steadied some local 
buying ‘on the feel of the market” 
made its appearance, together with some 
short covering. The resulting advance 
was not sustained, however, and the 
close showed a reaction of several points 
under realizing.

OUR TOTAL EXPORTS FALL. 


Far Exceeds That of Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—Increased 
shipments for Belgian relief last April 
sent exports totaling \ $4,109,860, com- 
pared with $823,753 in the same month 
the year before. Figures announced 
today by the Bureau of Commerce 
show that in the ten months of the 
fiscal et relief shipments totaled 
$72,802, 4 twice the value during 
corresponding period the year before.

The figures for 
April were $500,116,504, compared with 
$529,927,815 ‘the April before, and for

than $1,000,000. Exports to other coun- 
tries increased. 

Imports increased both for April and 
for the ten months, due to heavy in- 
creases in the value of goods brought 
from, North and South America and 

Asia. Imports for April were $276,- 
981,827, compared with $253 the 
same months the year before, ‘and for 
the ten months they were 3 B82, 452, 434, 
compared with $2,072,005,
